WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Dis- 


tributors of "I Am Curious (Yel- 
low)" have sent a copy of the 
Swedish sex film to the Su- 
preme Court along with a plea 
that would make legal history. 


Grove Press, Inc., asked the 


justices Wednesday to conduct 
their own private showing of the 
erotic hit and conclude it is not 
obscene. 


Beyond 
that, 
though, 
the 


American distributors asked the 
justices to rule that no official 
may prevent adults from seeing 
any 
movie in an American 


theater— whether it is obscene 
or not. 


This plea seeks to expand a 


major free speech ruling by the 
court last April that possession 
of obscene films or printed mat- 
ter in the privacy of a man's 
home cannot be considered a 
crime. 


"There is no rational distinc- 


tion," attorneys for Grove Press 
said, "between the right of a 
person to satisfy his intellectual 
and emotional needs in the pri- 
vacy of his own home and his 
right to satisfy those needs in 
the privacy of a movie theater." 


Besides, they added, "only ad- 


ults who voluntarily elect to see 
the film will view it, and they 
are free to leave the threater at 
any time if it does not meet 
their expectations." 


The Supreme Court, in 1961, 


ruled the Constitution permits 
officials to censor films before 
they are shown publicly. Since 
then, however, the court has up- 
set 
various 
film 
bans and 


warned that distributors must 
have a chance to test the cen- 
sors' rulings quickly. 


Customs officials seized "I 


Am Curious (Yellow)" when it 
was first imported from Sweden 
at the end of 1967. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals in New York 
Cirv ordered it released for dis- 
tribution in November 1908, 


Since then more than 2' - mil- 


lion Americans have seen the 
movie in 25 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

The Ravages of Erosion, 
Abrasion Can Be Halted 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Recently you w r o t e about 
lemon juice and tooth ero- 
sion. Will you please advise 
what can be done when one 
has erosion to keep it from 
getting worse?—Mrs. BJH, 
LaCrosse, Wis. 


A N S W E R : Erosion is a 


wearing away of the enamel 
and dentin near the gums, 
and presents a modified sau- 
cer-like appearance. 


However, most d e n t i s t s 


refer to this wearing away 
as abrasion rather than ero- 
sion. It is generally believed 
that mechanical w e a r i n g 
away of tooth s t r u c t u r e 
(abrasion) is more often the 
cause than chemical wear- 
ing away ( e r o s i o n ) . Poor 
tooth-brushing habits are a 
frequent cause of abrasion. 


What to do about erosion- 


abrasion? 


If they're not deep and 


don't threaten to expose the 
nerve or do not irritate the 
gums, they can be treated 
with fluoride c o m p o u n d s. 
This desensitizes them and 
can stop or slow up the E-A 
syndrome. 


I f the d e p r e s s i o n s are 


deep, or if they offend cos- 
metically, they can be filled 
with any of the various tooth 
filling materials which best 
fit the situation. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My granddaughter had an 
accident when she was 18 
months old. She hung onto 
the back bumper of a car 
and knocked two upper front 
teeth completely out. 


She's 6 now and her perm- 


anent teeth haven't come in 
yet. Do you think she'll ever 
get her second teeth? And 
what shall we do about it?--

GRANDMA: You so remind 
me of my mother who wor- 
ried like mad because my 
daughter's front teeth didn't 
come in when they were sup- 
posed to. My daughter didn't 
get her first baby tooth until 
she was 13 months old. 


Of course there's a small 


chance that the permanent 
tooth buds were injured in 
the accident. And if they 
were there is further chance 
that eruption will be delayed 
or worse. But without any 
symptoms at the time of ac- 
cident, it's doubtful if the 
permament tooth buds were 
involved. 


• A quick look by your den- 
tist should be e n o u g h to 
establish the position of the 
teeth in the gums. And if 
he's 
suspicious that some- 


thing is wrong, an X ray of 
the area could help clarify 
the situation. 


X rays should be taken 


only if absolutely necessary. 
Children 
should not be ex- 


posed to X ray unless it's 
important for diagnostic pur- 
poses. And if X ray is neces- 
sary, the child 
should 
be 


draped with a leaded apron 
to protect against possible 
"spray" radiation.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


Many revolutionary 
things 


have happened to pro foot- 
ball in this decade and now, 
with less than a month re- 
maining in the 1960s, 
the 


natural q u e s t i o n arises: 
What will the 1970s bring? 


There will be new stars in 


the '70s, of c o u r s e, and 
coaches will surely add a 
few new twists to the game, 
but even more significant is 
the fact that the game itself 
will be launched on a com- 
pletely new era. When this 
season ends, fans are going 
to have to do a lot of study- 
ing to keep up with the 
changes that are going to be 
made in the entire structure 
of pro football. 


Next season, the NFL and 


AFL will become one entity, 
completing the merger first 
a n n o u n c e d in 1966. The 
Cleveland B r o w n s , Balti- 
more Colts and Pittsburgh 
Steelers will be leaving what 
used to be the NFL and join 
the American Conference of 
the "new" National Football 
L e a g u e . The rest of the 
teams will be juggled until 
both the American and Na- 
tional C o n f e r e n c e s have 
three divisions each, totaling 
13 teams. 


It all sounds confusing, at 


first, but it really isn't so 
bad. It all boils down to each 
conference having two tour- 
team divisions and one of 
five teams. The confusion is 
not in the set-up itself, but 
in the juggling that will take 
place to determine which 
team plays in which divi- 
sion. The team owners, of 
course, are going to insist 
upon c r e a t i n g some new 
geographic rivalries, like the

Besides 
the new league 


alignment, the fans in 1970 
are going to have to adjust 
to a new play-off system that 
does seem a trifle compli- 
cated. Since each of the con- 
ferences next year will have 
three divisions, they will be 
a s s u r e d of three division 
champions. But, in order to 
have a four-team play-off 
for the conference champion- 
ship, they will add a fourth 
team by selecting the sec- 
ond-place team with the best 
record. That means there 
will be three division cham- 
pions and one second-place 
team playing off for the con- 
ference title. 


It also means that a sec- 


ond-place team in the regu- 
lar season could win the con- 
ference title and even the 
Super Bowl. Which isn't all 
that revolutionary, when you 
.consider the Boston Celtics

Colleges Can't Supply Talent 


To Keep Up with Pro Expansion

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 


divisional races in the Na- 
tional Football League are 
pretty well wrapped up and 
I don't think anybody is too 
s u r p r i s e d that the Rams, 
C o w b o y s , V i k i n g s and 
Browns are on the verge of 
clinching titles. 


Of 
the 
four, 
only 
the 


Browns fall short of being a 
truly outstanding team. The 
Rams, Cowboys and Vikings 
are exactly that—outstand- 
ing; I mean, they are teams 
that are capable of winning, 
week after week, a g a i n s t 
anybody. In fact, I'd have to 
say the Rams, Cowboys and 
Vikings are the only three 
outstanding teams in the en- 
tire league. 


The rest they can put in a 


bushel basket, shuffle them, 
and they'd all wind up pretty 
much the same. But one 
pretty good point can be 
made by all this: If only 
three teams in the entire 
league can be considered 
outstanding, can it mean that 
the colleges are simply un- 
able to supply enough talent 
for 26 teams in pro football? 


Let's go back a decade, for 


comparison p u r p o s e s . In 
1959, there were 12 teams in 
pro football. The roster limit 
in 1959 was 33 men to a 
team. That m e a n s there 
were 396 players in all of 
professional f o o t b a l l that 
year. 


Now look at 1969. There 


are 26 teams in two leagues, 
each with 40-man 
rosters. 


That means there are 1,040 
players in pro football—al- 
most three times as many as 
there were in 1959. Which 
means the colleges, theoreti- 
cally, should be turning out 
three times as much talent. 
Are they? 


I really clon't think so. And 


that's why the teams in the 
NFL, with the exception of 
the Big Three, have dropped 
off to a fairly equal level. 
You can't blame the colleges 
b e c a u s e the problem lies 
with the tremendous growth 
of pro football in the last 
decade. The d e m a n d has 
simnly overdrawn tho sup- 
ply ~ ' 


In the 
1970s, when the 


growth of pro 
football fi- 


nally peaks, 1 think the situa- 
tion will improve. Many peo- 
ple — myself included — have 
suggested 
that the player 


rosters 
be trimmed to 35 


men, or 37, but the injury 
f a c t o r eliminates such a 
move. The players today are 
bigger and st r o n ge r and 
faster than ever before, but 
they seem to get hint more 
than ever before 
To trim 


five, or even three, players 
from a roster cuts into the 
reserve strength ol a team 
should a rash of injuries oc- 


cur. 


One thing that is happen- 


ing now, because of the situ- 
ation, is that every college 
in the country playing foot- 
ball—regardless of its size- 
is being s c o u t e d by pro 
teams. Players like the Steel* 
ers' Joe Greene from North 
Texas State are becoming 
No. 1 draft choices. And oth- 
ers 
from 
little-known col- 


leges are being picked at an 
unprecedented rate in early 
draft rounds. Which, need- 
less to say, makes the job of 
a pro scout one of the most 
difficult in all of sports. 


The draft itself has helped 


drain the supply of college 
talent. A decade ago, a club 
made its first choice, then 
got another pick 12 turns 
later. Now after a 
team 


makes its first choice, it has 
to wait 26 turns. A lot of tal- 
ent is being grabbed in the 
process and by the time a 
club gets to its No. 6 or No. 7 
choice, says, there just isn't 
that much left. 


In reality, a second-round 


draft choice today is equiva- 
lent to a fifth-round a decade 
ago. That means there is 
little room for error on the 
part of the pro scouts. In the 
'50s, a scout might miss a 
player the first time around, 
but pick him up after a dozen 
turns. Now he's got to wait 
for 26 teams to pick and by 
the time he gets his second 
chance, the player, invari- 
ably, is already gone. 


The one good point about 


the talent drain is that it is 
e n a b l i n g a lot of small- 
college players to get a shot 
at the pro grame. Especially 
defensive linemen, who are 
at a premium these days. I 
assure you, any defensive 
lineman with ability playing 
college ball today, regardless 
of what school it is, has been 
scouted by the pros and will 
probably be drafted. All he 
needs is the physical qualifi- 
c a t i o n s—size, most impor- 
tantly—and somebody 
will 


gamble on him. That's how 
low the talent supply really 
is. 


The only .small-college 


players nl a disadvantage 
are the quarterbacks. Pro 
scouts are .still dubious about 
s m a 11-college quarterbacks 
because, 
first, 
they don't 


face the major-college de- 
fenses and, s e c o n d , they 
aren't getting the coaching 
attention. Let's face it, it's 
better for a quarterback to 
play at a major college with 
all the complex c o a c h i n g 
aids than at a small school 
where maybe one or two 
coaches 
handle the entire 


program. 


What football could use to 


help a l l e v i a t e the talent 
drain is a minor-league sys- 
tem, w h e r e small-college 
players, e s p e c i a l l y , can 
spend a year or two 'matur- 
ing for the pros. Although the 
minor-league system would 
be beneficial to the leagues 
and even the players. 1 don't 
think it will ever succeed. 
Hut that's another story.

Mills Thinks 
Tax Bills to 
Be on Time

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


chief House tax architect says 
despite major alterations made 
by the Senate in the tax reform 
bill, Congress will agree on leg- 
islation and send it to the Presi- 
dent before Christmas. 


Rep. Wilbur D, Mills, chair- 


man of the Ways and Means 
Committee, 
said in an inter- 


view: "We simply have to finish 
it. 


"There would be too much 


confusion if we did not— for ex- 
ample on withholding the surtax 
after 
Dec. 31," the Arkansas 


Democrat added. 


One provision in the massive 


bill continues the income surtax 
at 5 per cent through June 30, 
1970. The curret 10 per cent sur- 
tax expires Dec, 31. 


The Senate is scheduled to fin- 


ish its work on the bill not later 
than next week. 


This would leave only a week 


and a half for a conference be- 
tween the two bodies to recon- 
cile the differences and for final 
action in both chambers before 
Christmas. 


The principal difference so far 


between 
the two bills results 


from adoption of an amendment 
by Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn,, to 
raise the personal income tax 
exemption 
from 
$GOO to 
$800 


This substitutes for a system of 
rate reductions in the House 
measure. 


Mills followed his usual rule 


of declining advance comment 
on what stund he will take in the 
conference, where he will 
be 


chief House spokesman, but his 
general position is well known. 


He thinks raising the personal 


exemption is a poor way to re- 
duce taxes because it means 
more saving for a high-bracket 
than 
a 
low-bracket 
taxpayer. 


Moreover, he advocates a tax 
system with the fewest exemp- 
tions and deductions and the 
lowest rates. 


But Mills also knows senti- 


ment is strong in the House for 
the easily-understood increase 
in the personal exemption. 


A possible compromise would 


be a .smaller increase in the ex- 
emption, coupled with an ad- 
justment in rates— especially 


pacUy for the arena is 10,746, 
This by no means signals the 
demise of the city's esta- 
blished sports institution, the 
Green Bay Packers.

And, 
most important, the people 
clamor for tickets. 


"Before Lew," says black 


sportswriter Cal Patterson 
of the Greater Milwaukee 
Star, "I couldn't give Buck 
tickets away. Now I don't 
know how to satisfy all the 
demands." 


The difference in altitude 


is detected by Buck players, 
too. Says Milwaukee guard 
Jon McGlocklin: "P e o p 1 o 
were aware of us last year, 
but not like now, not with 
Lew around. I go downtown, 
and I'm sure to be stopped 
in the streets or have my 
name called out."
